For about 15 days a month, Alaska Airlines pilot Jim Lancaster 
lives in a motor home in Parking Lot B near the southernmost 
runway at Los Angeles International Airport. 

Every four minutes, a jetliner or turboprop roars in— 
500 feet above his front door— for a landing. The noise is so 
loud it forces Lancaster to pause during conversations. But he 
doesn't mind. Lancaster puts up with the smell of jet fuel and 
screaming engines to save time and money. 

The 6o-year-old aviator's primary residence is a cottage he 
shares with his wife overlooking a quiet bay off Puget Sound 
in Washington state. Living in Lot B while he's on duty means 
he doesn't have to rent an L.A. apartment with other pilots or 
spend 12 hours a day commuting to and from the Seattle area. 

He isn't the only one. Lancaster's zooiTradewinds sits among 
100 trailers and motor homes that form a colony of pilots, 
mechanics and other airline workers at LAX, the nation's third- 
busiest airport. They are citizens of one of the most unusual 
communities in the U.S. 

Their turf, just east of the Proud Bird restaurant off Aviation 
Boulevard, is fewer than 3,500 feet from the south runway. It 
is a drab expanse of crumbling gray asphalt, approach lights.

Many of the residents are separated from spouses, children and

“This is the cost of being a pilot today,” said Todd Swenson, 
40, a first officer at Alaska Airlines, His wife, Amanda, and 2- 
year-old son, Noah, live in Fresno, Calif, a six-hour commute by 
car, “I've wanted to be a pilot all my life. It can be awful here. But 
I have to provide for my family, and I love flying airplanes,” 

Swenson, who earns about $70,000 a year, lives across from 
Lancaster in a 1973 Coachman trailer that belonged to his 
father. If Lancaster's 3 8 -foot rig with leather furniture is Park 
Place, Swenson's is Mediterranean Avenue. The 23-foot metal 
box is as cramped as economy class, with just enough space for 
a double bed, a TV and a La-Z-Boy recliner. There is a galley 
kitchen and a bathroom about the size of an airliner lavatory

Another 
tax rollback 
vote, but 
will It stick? 


Chicago Tribune 

Cook County commis- 
sioners Tuesday voted 
yet again to roll back 
part of an unpopular 
sales tax increase, but 
it’s unclear whether 
they’ll be able to make it 
stick if Board President 
Todd Stroger rejects it. 

The board voted to cut the county sales tax 
rate from 1.75 percent to 1.25 percent effective 
Jan. I. The tally was 12 in favor, two against and 
one present. There also were two members 
absent. 

Should Stroger veto the tax rollback— a 
spokesman said that he plans to— it will take 
14 commissioners to override him and cut 
taxes. 

Supporters said they hoped to hold onto the 
12 commissioners who voted Tuesday to roll 
back the tax hike and get the other two votes 
from Commissioners Forrest Claypool (D- 
Chicago) and Tony Peraica (R-Riverside), who 
missed the meeting but have supported tax-cut 
efforts in the past. 

“This is a compromise, but you have to listen 
to the people you represent,” said Commissioner 
John Daley (D- Chicago), who voted for the roll- 
back. 

At Stroger’s urging, the County Board voted 
in February 2008 to increase the county sales 
tax rate by i percentage point— from 0.75 per- 
cent to 1.75 percent— to balance the budget. 
The move proved unpopular and with an elec- 
tion looming next year for all 17 commissioners 
and the board president’s job, there have been 
efforts to repeal all or part of the sales tax hike. 
Commissioners noted the backlash they’ve 
received for the tax increase. 

Commissioners voted 12-3 in early May to 
repeal the tax hike, but only ii board members 
voted to override Stroger’s veto. A similar situ- 
ation played out in late May, with the board vot- 
ing 10-7 to override the tax increase and Stroger 
vetoing it. 

Should this latest effort to cut the sales tax 
succeed, the tax rate in Chicago would be 
9.75 percent.

New Chicago home produces as much energy as it consumes— or more

Michael Tannell’s ComEd bill is almost surely less than yours. 

Tannell, 44, lives in a new Chicago home that is designed to be “net 
zero energy” which means it will produce as much energy as it con- 
sumes— or more. The $1.6 million, 2,675-square-foot house is the first 
of its kind in Chicago, which already has achieved green sheen with its 
energy-saving public buildings and scores of planted roofs. 

Tet the Tannell House, which has four bedrooms, two bathrooms 
and three occupants (the owner and his two cats), is more than a mere 
technical feat. 

“I wanted to make a big, splashy statement to the city that 
{McMansion-style excess] was the wrong direction,” said Tannell, 
standing next to his kitchen counter top, which is partly made of 
recycled newspapers. He’s lived in the house since April. 

A pharmacist at Rush University Medical Center, he is the ideal 
client for this sort of thing, possessing both ample funds and a zeal- 
ous level of commitment. By his own calculation, he spent 40 hours 
researching energy-saving appliances. At first, he simply wanted to 
build an energy-efficient house. He went to Farr Associates, one of 
the city’s top green firms. When the architects introduced him to the 
more ambitious net zero concept, he said “yes” to the upgrade. 

“We thought this was a gift from God,” laughed Jonathan Boyer, a 
Farr Associates principal and the house’s chief designer. 

Defining exactly what constitutes net zero can be illusive. However 


they’re defined, net zero houses offer the tantalizing prospect of off- 
the-grid living, where each house serves as its own power plant. 

Though it gets some electricity from ComEd at night, the Tannell 
House takes a major step down this road. Just don’t expect a net 
zero revolution any time soon. The house’s green features added 
10 to 15 percent in upfront costs, and it could take years to recoup that 
premium, Boyer said. That helps explain why there are only about 100 
net zero houses scattered around the U.S. 

The design begins with Boyer’s floor plan— a “U” shape that con- 
sists of two non-identical wings joined by a foyer. 

In the basement, you find geothermal heating and cooling machines 
linked to three wells dug 250 feet down. Also in the basement are mul- 
tiple filters for the house’s greywater system, which converts spent 
water from the house’s washing machine to clean water that can be 
used in its toilets. It’s believed to be the first greywater system in a 
Chicago single-family home. 

Boyer projects that the house’s rooftop array of photovoltaic 
and solar thermal panels will generate 18,000 kilowatt hours a year, 
exceeding the house’s projected energy use by 40 percent. “So far, 
we’re doing great,” he said, but he’s cautious because it’s summer. 

To date, Tannell had paid one ComEd bill of $29.57, despite feed- 
ing his surplus energy into the grid. “ComEd hasn’t set up my meter 
to credit me,” he said. Even when it does, he expects to pay a basic 
monthly fee of about $20.

Your chance to touch a whale 


Visitors now can touch one of the Shedd 
Aquarium’s prized beluga whales, but it comes 
with a price: $200. 

That is what the Shedd is charging per person 
for a new, limited program that allows members 
of the public to get into a whale pool and have 
a hands-on experience with one of the ani- 
mals — touching and patting it, giving it a few 
behavioral instructions and even reaching into 
its mouth and scratching its tongue, something 
the whales really like. 

The aquarium quietly started its “Beluga 
Encounter” program July 4 in its Oceanarium, 
the recently re-opened marine mammal pavilion 


that closed last September for a $50 million ren- 
ovation job. Part of the renovation was building 
a 90,0 00 -gallon, 16 -foot-deep facility called the 
Grainger Beluga Encounter Habitat. 

On Tuesday, the Shedd held an event to dem- 
onstrate to the media how the program works. 

“Even in this age of video and the Internet, 
there is no substitute for looking an animal in 
the eye, feeling its skin and interacting with it 
one on one,” said Ken Ramirez, the Shedd’s 
senior vice president for animal collections. 

The encounters are offered three days a 
week, he said, one session on Tuesday and two 
each on Eridays and Saturdays, with three to six 


people allowed to participate in each session. 
Eor the $200 ($175 for Shedd members), each 
visitor is given a chest-high wading suit and a 
half-hour instructional session. 

Visitors will stand in about three feet of 
water on a shelf along the edge of the pool. The 
trainers work with the whale much as they do 
during normal daily training sessions, only this 
time letting guests take part. The entire experi- 
ence takes roughly two hours, including 30 min- 
utes in the pool with the whales. Participating 
guests must be at least 10 years old and 5 feet 
tall, and children 10 to 15 years old must be 
accompanied by an adult.

When Suzanne Marlatt purchased a scooter 
last month, she saw it as the perfect way to 
eliminate the parking frustrations that come 
with a car. 

Her enthusiasm screeched to a halt, how- 
ever, the first time she parked at one of the 
city’s private parking meters. 

After processing her money, the kiosk 
ejected a receipt with no adhesive tape. As 
she looked at the flimsy piece of paper, she 
thought: I have no way to attach this to my 
scooter. 

“It’s ridiculous,” Marlatt, 23, of Ukranian 
Village said. ‘Am I supposed to carry around 
tape everywhere I go?” 

Her frustration is shared by riders across the 


city who are blasting Chicago Parking Meters, 
the private company that took over parking 
meters in the city for its decision last month 
to eliminate the use of receipts with adhesive. 

Avis LaVelle, a spokeswoman for Chicago 
Parking Meters, said the company switched 
the paper used for receipts to save money, 
but that the change is not as serious as critics 
contend. 

The kiosks are equipped with a side pouch, 
which should contain adhesive strips, she 
said, and owners of scooters and motorcycles 
just need to look closer. 

“I don’t know if it’s obvious to everyone,” 
LaVelle said. “Perhaps it’s not ... But we think 
it’s deflnitely workable.” 


FBI discusses 
Burr Oak findings 

The head of the EBI in Chicago said Tuesday 
investigators have recovered about 200 pieces 
of bones and fragments during a search at Burr 
Oak Cemetery since early last week. 

Authorities also released a video of conditions 
at the cemetery from about two weeks ago. 

Investigators are working to recover remains 
in two sections of the cemetery, officials said. 

“We have to literally go through the site by 
hand,” said the EBI’s Robert Grant. 

“This was basically digging up and drop- 
ping,” Grant said, referring to gravediggers who 
are charged with excavating remains from old 
graves, dumping them in a secluded section of 
the cemetery and reselling their plots.

U.S. marks 
1,000 lethal 
Injections 

□ LUCASVILLE, Ohio A man wlio went on 
a 1992 Cliristmas lioliday Icilling spree 
tliat left six people dead, including an 18 -year- 
old mother gunned down at a payphone, was 
executed Tuesday, the state’s second execu- 
tion in two weeks and the i, 000th lethal 
injection in the U.S. since the death penalty 
was reinstated in 1976. 

Marvallous Keene, 36, who was convicted 
in five of the murders, chose not to file a late 
appeal over his death sentence. 

He died by lethal injection at the Southern 
Ohio Correctional Facility in Lucasville— 
seven days after Ohio’s last execution. It was 
the fastest turnaround since the state execut- 
ed two inmates in six days in 2004. 

The Ohio Supreme Court, in denying a 
request last month to delay Keene’s execu- 
tion, said it would schedule future execu- 
tions at least three weeks apart so that pub- 
lic defenders will have more time to prepare 
clemency cases for inmates who wish to 
pursue it. 

Ohio has one execution scheduled per 
month through February 2010. 

When the prison warden asked Keene if 
he wanted to make a final statement, Keene 
replied, “No, I have no words.” 

The European Union presidency, cur- 
rently held by Sweden, released a statement 
noting the number and calling on the U.S. to 
halt executions, pending the abolition of the

HARTFORD, Conn. ESPN reporter Erin Andrews 
was secretly videotaped in the nude while she 
was alone in a hotel room, and the video was 
posted on the Internet, her attorney said. 

The blurry, five-minute video shows Andrews 
standing in front of a hotel room mirror. It’s 
unknown when or where it was shot, 

Andrews’ attorney, Marshall Grossman, 
confirmed Tuesday that the video posted on 
the Internet shows the 31-year-old reporter. He 
said she decided to confirm it “to put an end to 
rumor and speculation and to put the perpetra- 
tor and those who are complicit on notice that 
they act at their peril,” 

Andrews plans to seek criminal charges and 
file civil lawsuits against the person who shot 
the video and anyone who publishes the mate- 
rial, Grossman said, 

“While alone in the privacy of her hotel 
room, Erin Andrews was surreptitiously 
videotaped without her knowledge or 
consent,” Grossman said in an earlier 
statement, “She was the victim of a crime and 
is taking action to protect herself and help 
ensure that others are not similarly violated 
in the future,” 

Andrews has covered hockey, college football, 
college basketball and Major League Baseball 
for the network since 2004, often as a sideline 
reporter during games. 

She last appeared on the network as part of 
its ESPY Awards broadcast on Sunday and is 


scheduled to be off until September, when she 
will be covering college football, ESPN spokes- 
man Josh Krulewitz said, 

“Erin has been grievously wronged here,” 
Krulewitz said, “Our people and resources 
are in full support of her as she deals with this 
abhorrent act,” 

It was not clear when the video first appeared 
on the Internet, Most of the links to it had been 
removed by Tuesday 

Several TV networks and newspapers aired 
brief clips or printed screen grabs of it Tuesday 
Grossman responded to an e-mail question 
about whether he plans to go after those out- 
lets by reiterating his statement that Andrews 
plans to seek civil charges against “anyone who 
has published the material,” 

He would not say what law enforcement 
agencies might be investigating, 

A phone call to a listing for Andrews in 
Georgia went unanswered. The Georgia Bureau 
of Investigation said it was not involved in any 
investigation of the video. 

Video voyeurism laws vary from state to 
state. In Connecticut, it is considered a felony 
and can result in a prison sentence of up to five

A video of Andrews undressing was shot 
through the peephole of her hotel room and 
then quickly made its way to the Internet in 
recent days. Soon after, Web sites cropped 
up claiming to be links to the video but 
were actually a way to release a virus into 
the user’s system, 

“Hackers are no slacks when it comes to 
taking advantage of a hot Internet search 
trend, and they have been quick to set up 
bogus Web pages claiming to contain the 
video footage of Ms, Andrews in her hotel 
room,” said Graham Cluley of Sophos,

Steeler Roethlisberger

The timing of the lawsuit 
and the absence of a criminal com- 
plaint and a criminal investigation 
are the most compelling evidence of 
the absence of any criminal conduct,”

“If an investigation is commenced, 
Ben will cooperate fully and Ben will 
be fully exonerated.” 

Cornwell did not immediately reply 
to a phone message and e-mail seeking 
more comment. 

The suit seeks at least $440,000 in 
damages from the quarterback and 
also alleges hotel officials for Harrah’s 
Lake Tahoe went to great lengths to 
cover up the incident. She’s seeking 
$50,000 in damages from the Harrah’s 
officials. 

The woman’s lawsuit says she didn’t 
file a criminal complaint because 
she feared Harrah’s would side with 
Roethlisberger and she would be 
fired. 

The Steelers and NFL Comm- 
issioner Roger Goodell said they were 
looking into the allegations against 
Roethlisberger, one of the biggest 
names in sports. 

He has won two Super Bowls in his 
five-year career, and is about to report 
to training camp as the Steelers look 
to repeat as champions. 

Steelers spokesman Dave Lockett 
said the team is aware of the lawsuit, 
and “we are gathering information.”

When it comes to good, hype-worthy food, we’re willing to get in 
line and wait our turn— even if it means standing arm-to-arm with 
other clock-watchers for two hours to snag a table. But is there an 
easier way? We looked at three no-reservations hot spots to find out 
when they’re busiest and whether there’s a time when the waiting 
game is as easy as walking in and sitting down. 



Kuma’s Corner 

2900 W. Belmont Ave. 773-604-8769 
Believe it or not, two-hour waits weren’t 
always the norm at this oft-packed Avondale 
bar. Then again, massive burgers named after 
metal bands haven’t always been the menu’s 
main focus. After food offerings shifted 
from American-contemporary to the hefty 
patties diners now line up for, word of mouth 
landed Kuma’s on “Check, Please!,” the Food 
Network and numerous Top 10 burger lists, 
most recently in Playboy Magazine. Of course, 
developing a “bleeping” burger named after 
a certain impeached Illinois governor didn’t 
hurt popularity either. 


Great Lake 

1477 W. Balmoral Ave. 773-334-9270 
Nick Lessins is only one man. This means 
if you want one of his pizzas— and by “his 
pizzas” we mean a pie he has meticulously 
crafted himself from start to finish-you will 
wait. Great Lake pizzeria, which opened in 
Andersonville in spring 2008, is a 12-seat BYOB 
that also does a healthy carryout business. 

Its pies-five 14-Inch options-didn’t remain 
secret for long, and thanks to GQ naming the 
mortadella pie the best pizza in America in 
May, everyone wants a taste. 

Average wait: For a table, one hour. On the 
plus side, the restaurant will call your cell 
phone when your table is ready. 

Best time to go: The restaurant opens at 5:30 
p.m. Wednesday-Sunday. You’ve got about an 
hour window before things get ugly. 

Throw In the towel: Less than a half-mile 
north is Antica Pizzeria (5663 N. Clark St), 
which is an entirely different kind of pizza 
(Neapolitan) but pizza nonetheless. 


Average wait: Anywhere from an hour-and-a- 
half to two hours during peak times, which is 
pretty much all the time at Kuma’s. 

Best time to go: During the week, squeezing 
in between 3:30 and 5:30 p.m. could be your 
best bet, advises manager Seth DeBose. On 
the weekend? Get in line, says executive chef 
Amalia Obermeier-Smith. Lines form an hour 
before the bar opens at 11:30 a.m. 

Throw In the towel: Don’t wanna wait? Find 
a quick burger in the Avondale ’hood at 
Square Bar (2849 W. Belmont Ave.), where 
you can order the Big Square ($8), a half- 
pound burger, topped with chili-garlic mayo, 
bacon and Cheddar, on a pretzel roll. 


Hopleaf Bar 

5148 N. Clark St. 773-334-9851 
Though Chicago’s go-to spot for 
Belgian beer and mou/es f rites 
has been around for 18 years, the 
Andersonville haunt opened the 
46-seat back dining room and 
started serving food only about 
eight years ago. That’s when 
crowds started forming. “At that 
time,” says owner Michael Roper, 
“there really wasn’t anybody else 
doing that kind of thing in a pub 
or bar setting.” And then there’s 
the media buzz. The Wall Street 
Journal, the New York Times, Time 
magazine and a slew of airline 
magazines and guidebooks have 
spilled ink over Hopleaf— to say 
nothing of local press. 

Average wait: Up to an hour; as 
long as two hours on weekends. 
There’s usually a wait by 5:30 p.m. 
Saturday; peak hours are 6:30- 
8:30 p.m. Saturday. Most folks bide 
their time with a beer in the front 
bar or on the patio; on busy nights, 
the upstairs bar also is open. 

Best time to go: Roper says 
weekdays and Sundays tend to be 
front-loaded, so try to sneak in late 
(9-11 p.m. weekdays, about 10:30- 
11 p.m. weekends). Tuesdays tend 
to be the slowest day of the week. 
Throw in the towel: If a two-hour 
wait just isn’t in your evening plans, 
we suggest bellying up down the 
block at Hamburger Mary's (5400 
N. Clark St), where you can sample 
the new house brews.

Hopleaf relief 

Come winter, you’ll have another 
option when Hopleaf’s packed. 
Michael Roper is opening a 
restaurant-bar at 5146 N. Clark 
St., where executive chef Ben 
Sheagren will oversee a menu 
heavy on wine-friendly dishes- 
think house-made charcuterie 
plates and wood-grilled meat and 
fish dishes. Though the new spot 
will be more wine-focused than 
Hopleaf, there will be an all-draft 
beer list too.

Elizabeth and the Catapult’s 
indie pop is much cleaner than 
their humor— and their rabbit

When Elizabeth Ziman took our call, she sounded like she was at the bot- 
tom of a well, “Em hanging out at my friend’s house right now,” the singer- 
pianist for Newark indie-pop trio Elizabeth and 
the Catapult explained apologetically, “and there 
are people making noise in the living room ...so 
Em in her bathroom and there’s a really funny echo 
in here,” 

Ziman is used to working in cramped spaces. 
According to the band’s bio on cdbabycom (one 
of the only places you can find their self-released 
debut EP), the classically trained pianist wrote her 
first songs on an upright piano in a laundry room, with the dryer doubling as 
a metronome. But based on early response to Elizabeth and the Catapult’s 
debut full-length, “Taller Children,” Ziman and her bandmates, drummer 
Dan Molad and guitarist Pete Lalish, may have to get used to playing on 
bigger stages, 

“We’re just now buying a van,” Ziman, who recendy turned 27, says with 
an excited laugh, “We’re on the cusp of a new chapter,” 

Did you have a good birthday? 

I actually had a really idyllic birthday Usually there’s like a surprise party 
that really takes me off-guard, and then I try to be a good birthday girl and 
go along with it until, like, four in the morning. And this year was “Jurassic 
Park,” “Ghostbusters,” a bunch of close friends and a couple of beers. It 
was great. 

You’re more Into the low-key birthday celebration? Not staying out till the 
bars close? 

^ah, Em gonna wait till, like, 40 before I go crazy again. 

How did you transition from playing classical piano to the style of music 
that you play now? 

Well, basically I listened to a lot of En Vogue, I listened to a lot of C+C Music 
Eactory Write that down, [laughs] No, I went to school for film scoring, to 
get a composition degree. And then a jazz singer {Patti Austin] came to the 
school looking for background vocalists. She was doing an EUa Fitzgerald 
tribute— {we played] Lincoln Center and all these crazy places. So I was 
listening to a lot more Ella Fitzgerald and Nina Simone and Billie Holiday 
and Sarah Vaughan, so that kind of mixed in with my classical roots. And 
then Danny and Pete, they have much more of an indie rock background; 
Pete was in a noise band. So all these different, varied, contrasting styles just 
kind of all met right in the middle. 

For a band that doesn’t have a full-time bass player* quite a few of your 
songs have really great bassllnes, 

I write based off of basslines, I should be a bass player, not a piano player. 
It’s really bizarre, I just learned bass for “Taller Children,” but Em still not 
brave enough to do it onstage. But definitely my left piano hand is way too 
excited. It’s always based on my left piano hand.

Portugal. The Man 

*The Satanic Satanist* 

(Equal Vision Records) 

A considerably ridiculous 
name for a considerably fun 
band, Portugal. The Man 
may be the closest thing 
the 21st Century has to the 
New Radicals, as singer John Baldwin Gourley’s 
falsetto adds something spacy to the group’s sexy, 
soulful pop. Laid-back opener “People Say” has a 
biting take on the war-“May have lost a million 
men but we got a million more”-but most of “The 
Satanic Satanist” is a little more playful, with lyrics 
that explore personal challenges and resilience 
over pretty pop that dips into blues, funk and 
psychedelic rock. The group, originally from Wasilla, 
Alaska, and now based in Portland, Ore., could work 
on carrying melodies through entire songs rather 
than taking so many pauses and letting them 
calm down or fade away. Yet there’s the spirit of 
summer in these empowering anthems, suggesting 
that everything could be OK if you just try a little 
harder, sing a little louder and turn the volume knob 
a little higher.

A lovely slice of

Van Ghost’s debut, “Melodies for 
Lovers,” gets a lot of mileage out 
of singer-guitarist Michael Berg’s 
endearing, vulnerable voice. His 
delivery is well-suited to subtle songs 
like “Wednesday,” which seems like 
routine Midwestern pop until they 
rise to something transcendent 
and touching, while growing on 
you like other generic artists never 
do. The group has a tendency to 
prefer rambling over anything more 
immediate. (I wish there were more 
upbeat numbers like “Through 
the Years” and that the saxophone 
made more of an appearance on 
the album’s first half.) But on tunes 
like “Do It For You,” the band crafts 
honest tales of love out of folk sounds 
that are energetic enough to drift 
out your car window and gentle 
enough to sing outside of someone’s 
bedroom window.

Wanna get inked? Check out the hottest tattoo trends 


Not that tattoos are exclusively for celebrities. 
According to a 2008 poll by Harris Interactive, 
32 percent of adults ages 25 to 29 have tattoos. 

Tattoo experts who talked to RedEye said 
celebrities can influence what and where fans get 
inked, except for hard-core tattoo collectors. 

“If celebrities get one, like Rihanna or Lindsay 
Lohan, people are going to want similar tattoos 
and draw on those ideas,” said Joe Scapini, owner 
of Jade Dragon Tattoo in Portage Park. 

For example, the stars Rihanna sports on her 
back are one of the most popular designs cus- 
tomers request at tattoo parlors, artists said. 
(Remember the news reports last month about 
the Belgian girl who got 56 stars tattooed on one 
side of her face?) 

In addition, languages trendy in the tattoo 
world— Arabic and Sanskrit— are scrawled on 


REGULATION TO BEGIN 

Beginning in August, the Illinois Department of 
Public Health plans to have local health officials 
inspect tattoo parlors annually. Inspectors 
are being trained to make sure conditions are 
sanitary and to ensure tattoo artists are trained 
in sterilization techniques, said Kelly Jakubek, 
spokeswoman for the state agency. 

Because tattoos are so widespread thanks in 
part to shows like “L.A. Ink,” which started its 
third season this month, people also are getting 
bigger tattoos right off the bat, Buhrmester said, 
citing photos readers send to Inked magazine. 

Customers used to come in for their first tat- 
too and ask for a design that was about the size of 
a playing card, said Jeff Johnson, a Portland, Ore.- 
based tattoo artist who wrote the autobiographi-

Quoted and noted 

Lindsey Newman, 25, of Humboldt Park 
was feeling distracted from her artwork, 
assembling collages. So last month she 
picked out a saying inspired by a meditative 
verse by Vietnamese Zen master Thich Nhat 
Hanh to be tattooed on her feet at a shop 
in Logan Square-a verse she said reminds 
her of college, when she was completely 
immersed in her art. Her tattoo reads: “My 
mind could go in a thousand different 
directions ... along this road I walk in peace.” 

Quotes are popular along the rib cage 
and around the ankle. The wrist also is a hot 
spot because the tattoo can be covered up 
with a watch, said Scapini, of Jade Dragon. 


Speaking your 
language 

When phrases or words 
in the English language 
just won’t do, look to 
Korean, Arabic, Sanskrit, 
Hebrew, Kanji (Japanese) 
and Chinese characters. 
Research the choice 
thoroughly, advised author Johnson, so that the 
tattoo means what it’s supposed to. “Don’t have 
a waiter draw that on a napkin for you,” he said. 

People are getting languages that have no 
real connection to the art of tattooing unlike 
Japanese, which has a culture strongly tied to 
tattooing. Inked editor Buhrmester said.

Hot ribs 

“Women are trying to get away from the stigma of 
the tramp stamp and are trying to find sexy areas of 
the body to get tattooed,” said Scapini. The sexiest 
area, he said, is the rib cage. 

It’s a popular place for men and women to be 
marked, and the ink is easy to conceal for people 
who don’t want just anyone to see it. But the ribs 
often are a painful location too, said Beth Cisco, an 
artist at the Tattoo Factory in Uptown. 

And the rib cage can be a tough spot for artists, as 
well, because-unless the subject isn’t breathing-it 
doesn’t keep still, said Johnson. “It’s like [tattooing] 
on a moving train,” he said. “If the person is ticklish 
at all, boy, that can be difficult.” 

Matt Koppleman, 23, of River North added his 
sixth tattoo in November. He got the Chicago flag 
painted along the left side of his torso to mark his 
return to the city after graduating from Purdue 
University. Why? “This is where my heart is ... I’m 
home. I’m here for good,” he said. 


More than just 
a pretty face 

Portraits have been 
on the rise, artists 
said. Meanwhile, 
artists have gotten 
better at making 
the images look 
more realistic, said 
Buhrmester. While the 
quality has improved, 
it’s still a lot of work, 
he said. 

Usually the portrait 
is of a family member or serves as a tribute to 
someone who has died, Johnson said. 

But many people are opting for portraits that have 
no real memorial tribute, Buhrmester said. “It doesn’t 
have to be your mother,” he said. Instead, that image 
also can be of a celebrity-even if it’s on a celebrity. 
“Transformers” star Megan Fox (above) sports a 
Marilyn Monroe tattoo on her forearm. 



Words of inspiration 

Ashley Ellis of Roscoe Village marked 
her arrival to Chicago from Michigan 
by getting the Polish word for “peace” 
tattooed on her wrist in 2007. It was 
her third tattoo to commemorate a 
major milestone in her life. It also was 
the one that hurt the most, said Ellis, 
25. In January, she got the Beatles 
song title “Let It Be” inked on her ribs. 
Her interpretation: Don’t worry about 
things. 

Other words women tend to choose 
for tattoos include “live,” “love” and 
“laugh,” while men go for “faith” and 
“strength,” Cisco said. However, Cisco 
said she prefers people to get images 
that are symbolic of words rather than 
the words themselves. For example, 
a swallow or sparrow is a symbol 
of hope, and cherry blossoms are 
symbols of change and renewal. 


While tattoos leave permanent marks 
on your body, tattoo artists say some 
designs have faded in popularity, 
including: 

Barbed wire armband: Not tough 
enough to stand the test of time.

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Bruce Lee back 
on big screen?

HONG KONG Bruce Lee’s older sister 
and younger brother have authorized a 
Chinese company to make a series of bio- 
graphical films about the late kung fu icon, 
saying they want to produce a historically 
accurate account of their brother’s life. 

Phoebe Lee and Robert Lee appeared 
at a signing ceremony with J. A. Media in 
Beijing on Monday, 36 years to the day 
after Bruce Lee died in Hong Kong at 
age 32 from swelling of the brain. 

Lee became a source of Chinese pride 
by portraying characters who defended 
the Chinese and the working class from 
oppressors in films like “Return of the 
Dragon.” 

It wasn’t immediately clear who will 
play Lee in the film series. 

Producer Manfred Wong said the com- 
pany plans at least three installments, 
with the first to tackle Lee’s teenage 


years, adding he wanted to focus more 
on the late actor’s personality 

“There will be kung fu ... But more 
importantly, we want to portray the real 
Bruce Lee. What is the real Bruce Lee 
like? He was very humorous. He was very 
obedient to his parents. He was very kind 
to his family,” Wong said, according to 
footage of the ceremony on the Chinese 
news Web site sina.com. 

Robert Lee said he wanted to give an 
authoritative account of his brother’s 
life. 

“We’ve read many books and seen many 
movies about Bruce Lee, but there are 
many inaccuracies in them. They made 
up things,” he said, without referring to 
specific works or factual mistakes. 

“I’m more than 70 years old. I’m old. 
I want do something for my younger 
brother— to promote Bruce Lee’s life 
story,” Phoebe Lee said.

The former home 
of Bruce Lee is 
now a love motel, 
renting rooms 
by the hour. But 
officials on Monday 
launched a design 
competition to 
turn it into a Hong 
Kong museum for 
the kung fu icon. 
Lee’s fans have 
been calling for an 
official monument 
for their hero in 
his hometown 
for years. Lee’s 
daughter, Shannon 
Lee, and a panel 
of architects and 
town planners will 
judge the design 
competition, and

Will the person standing next to you at 
y-Eleven soon be sporting the same eye- 
popping look? 

Don’t bet on it. But makeup artists will 
ruminate on this face and hundreds more 
that have graced recent runway produc- 
tions as cosmetics companies distill 
trends and consider what will ultimately 
appeal to the color-shy masses. 

The two-tone lips at the Ungaro show 
were the work of M.A.C (which stands 
for Makeup Art Cosmetics). As the 
world’s busiest makeup company dur- 
ing runway season, M.A.C distinguishes 
itself in the crowded $6.3 billion cosmet- 
ics industry as being on the vanguard. 

While M.A.C always takes backstage 
looks and translates them into subtler 
looks for women not interested in being 
the laughingstock of the office, you won’t 
see the company’s makeup reps promot- 


ing the dueling lips any time soon. 

M.A.C’s four main looks for this fall 
alternately emphasize darkened eyes, 
a fearless kisser, pearly skin or sharply 
shaded cheeks— but not all at once. 

“You can have eyes or lips— pick one,” 
says Ered Vellon, a Miami-based senior 
makeup artist for M.A.C. “Tbu can’t have 
both.” 

Clothing trends, with their distinctive- 
ness and adaptability, suggest a cultural 
connectedness. Makeup trends are a dif- 


ferent animal, being less noticeable and 
less forgiving. 

Will the fact that Karl Lagerfeld had 
M.A.C put dusty lips on his models a few 
months ago factor into consumers’ pur- 
chases when they head to makeup coun- 
ters for new lipstick this fall? 

Yes, says Nicole Phelps, executive edi- 
tor of style.com— but mostly in a round- 
about sort of way 

“I don’t think the public necessarily 
pays attention to the runway in terms 


of makeup trends,” Phelps says, “but the 
people doing hair and makeup on the 
runways are doing hair and makeup for 
celebrities, and the public does pay atten- 
tion to that.” 

Cosmetics companies offer a huge 
variety in an effort to capture consumers 
who fall all along the makeup spectrum, 
from the timid to the bold. But once sales 
are tallied, Phelps says, for most women, 
“pretty trumps being aggressive, trend- 
wise.”

Taste and see 

Learning more about wine is simpie: 
Just take your time and sip away 

What is the best way to learn more about wine? 

This is a question that I get asked quite often, and my answer is 
always the same: Taste more wine. 

Experience is the best teacher when it comes to expanding your wine 
knowledge, but there is a difference between tasting wine and drinking 
it. We drink wine for pleasure; we taste wine to learn more about it. 
Drinking is easy enough: Pick up the glass, swallow and repeat. Our 
attention is more on the social setting and not necessarily on the wine 
itself Perhaps we pause to comment on the flavor, but we quickly 
return to enjoying ourselves. 

Tasting, on the other, hand involves more of an analytical focus on the 
wine, and when done properly, it can be a very useful tool in increasing 
our wine knowledge and adding to the enjoyment of drinking it. There 
are four basic steps to tasting wine, I recommend you take your time

Appearance 

Tilt the glass at a 45 degree angle away from you in front of a white 
background and look at the wine's appearance. The color is an indica- 
tor of the climate, grape variety and age of the wine. The droplets that 
drip on the sides of the glass are called legs, and the more of those you 
see, the higher the alcohol content.

Smell 

Swirl the glass in order to activate the aromatic components in the 
wine. Stick your nose directly into the glass and try to describe a fruit 
smell (tart green fruits or ripe yellow fruits), earth smell (fresh turned 
soil, mushrooms or chalk) and a wood smell (baking spice, vanilla or 
coconut). You may pick up other aromas such as butter or even plastic, 
but don’t get discouraged if you’re not smelling what another person is 
as the aroma of wine is very personal and subjective. 


Taste 

Take a one ounce portion of wine into your mouth, roll it around and 
focus on how it feels and tastes. You also can enhance the flavor of the 
wine by drawing air in through the mouth over the wine. Describe the 
body, tartness level, alcohol burn, sweetness and general flavor profile. 
Complex wines will give you a lot more to talk about, and the flavor will 
persist long after you have swallowed it.
